Schools Monday 


When a!l public schools of this 
area open their doors for the fall 
semester ‘Monday, approximately 
2,500 students are expected to re- 
turn to the Upland, Cucamonga 
and Alta Loma schools. 

This total’ includes the 1,655 
students anticipated in Upland 
public school district, including 
the Chaffey district ninth grad- 
ers at Upland junior high school, 
according to District Superin- 
tendent of Schools Harold W. 
Cook. 

Everywhere a moderate _in- 
crease in enrollment is antici- 
pated, with Cucamonga district 
expecting 350 students at the 
start of school with the annual 
increase six weeks later with the 
influx of grape harvesters’ fami-

All children in the first 
and second. grades will attend 
either a morning or afternoon 
session, to he conducted from 
7:30 to 11:50 a.m. or from 12:20 
noon to 4:20 p.m. 

Kindergarten morning session 
at Upland Elementary school will 
be from 8:20 to 11:20 a.m., while 
the afternoon session is from 12 
noon to 3 p.m. 

Sierra Vista school will operate 
under a completely different 
schedule, Supt.
